1 , Claims 1 . 3-4, 61 8, 20-21 , 23-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach that, a first electrode formed on one surface of this 
electric field applying portion; and a second electrode fomied on said one surface of the 
electric field applying portion, and a slit formed in cooperation with said first electrode in 
combination with all limitations recited in independent claims 1, 4 and 21. 

The prior art does not teach that, the field emission display comprising: a plurality 
of electron-emitting elements an-anged in two dimensions; and a plurality of phosphors 
each being arranged with a certain space to each of these electron-emitting elements, 
each of said electron-emitting elements having: an electric field applying portion made 
of a dielectric; a first electrode fomed on one surface of this electric field applying 
portion; and a second electrode fomied on said one surface of the electric field applying 
portion, and forming a slit in cooperation with said first electrode in independent claims 
18.
